The service station bill passed by a vote of 30-7, the 
other proposal received a 34-8 vote. 

"DEMOCRATS AREN'T HAPPY with the bills because 
they both attempt io redress some of the harm done to the 
suburbs by the Regional Transportation Authority! They 
want to protect Chicago's inordinately large share of RTA* 
services," Berning said. 

"Both bills are good^ohes, and obviously have enough 
support to be heard, by the full Senate," he said. 

Senate Bill 1408 authorizes the RTA Board to assess 
financial losses by service station owners in the RTA 
district due to the recently-imposed 5 percent gasoline 
tax. The owners would be allowed to recoup the losses 
suffered because motorists are -buying: lower-priced 
gasoline outside the district. . • 

Senate BUU42H authorizes the state Auditor General to 
audit the collection and disposition of gasoline taxes. 

"Slate law requires -that such tax revenue be spent in 
"the counties in which.it is raised, but there has been no 
way to check whether the RTA has been doing this," 
Berning said.

"No," he laughed. "When I was about 23 my work 
required no physical activity. I realized (he* was a bit 
overweight at the time) that the rest of rnyjlife I might 
turn to solid jello. 1 was feeling miserable so I started 
running." 

He also put himself on a strict diet and took 
supplemental food, or vitamins, which. he said was a 
personal decision. , 

Rush noted that running has become a sort of national 
pasttime which he totally supports. "It makes me feel 
better. If I don't run one day for some reason, I don't feel 
as. good. It gets me going for the day." 

Some people who work all day in a job that requires 
little physical activity may feel exhausted in the evening, 
but Rush advised that running after work would make 
them feel less tired and more energetic throughput the 
week.
